Debris began turning up after 
5 a.m. about 13 miles north of 
W'hitefish Point, som e 45 miles 
northwest of here. None of the 
recovered items could be defi­ 
nitely linked to the 729-foot-long 
Fitzgerald, however, the Coast 
G uard said. 
Waves in the area today di­ 
minished to four to seven feet 
after mounting to as high as 25 
feet Monday night 
in winds 
gusting to 75 miles per hour. 
The w ater tem p eratu re w as 51 
degrees.

G uard regional headquarters in 
Cleveland. Lt. Dan Shotwell, 
said there w as “a rem ote possi- 
bilty " that the Fitzgerald could 
be anchored som ew here and 
unable to use its radio.

A New York Solution 


Because m rns nrm resistance to a federal 
bailout for financially troubled New York City, 
President Ford is being pictured by some as a 
tight-fisted Scrooge 
more concerned 
about 
Bangladesh than a leading American city. 
Is this a fair ra p 0 Is it true that Ford is 
heatless when it comes to the fate of New York 
City residents? Or is there more to the story that 
puts the Pres dent's stance in a different light? 
One view ot the crisis is seen in these sim ple 
term s: New York City is strapped for cash 
tem porarily, a grant or loan from the federal 
government will put the city back on its financial 
feet and everybody lives more or less happily 
ever after. 
O thers see the issue in more realistic term s but 
still feel Washington should supply w hatever 
cash is needed by the city. 
Still others, of course, are opposed to federal 
funds or loan guarantees for New York City, 
TO GET \ CLEAR picture of the issue and its 
ram ifications, it is necessary to look at how New 
York City got into its predicam ent, the options 
available for dealing with the situation and the 
anticipated results springing from the possible 
solutions. 
New York City's crisis was not an overnight 
thing. It had been building for veara because of 
practices that would not be touched b\ any 
m unicipality w ith a sense of tiscal responsibility. 
And M ayor Abraham Beam e who has been 
most vocal about federal assistance is not an 
innocent public servant who got stuck with 
somebody else’s problems. He has been in­ 
timately involved in the city’s financial affairs 
since 1946 when h i was assistant budget director. 
He later served as budget director and then 
controller. 
The city’s financial picture is complicated by 
m any factors but they all boil down to this fact! 
New York City has consistently spent more 
money than it was taking in and was covering up 
by issuing short-term notes. 
The staff of Treasury Secretary William Simon 
found that New York City expenditures were 
increasing a t a rate of 15 per cent a year while 
revenue was going up at only an 8 per cent a year 
clip. 
T his out-of-balance situ atio n has 
been 
precipitated 
by 
a 
number 
of 
expensive 
program s. New York City operates a total of 18 
m unicipal hospitals where care is free or 
available at a nominal fee; the city has been 
overly generous to its arm y of municipal eni- 
ployes: the city operates a system of free higher 
education and welfare costs a re out of sight. 
These are not sm all items. E ach in its own 
right has contributed greatly to the city’s 
financial troubles. 
The municipal hospitals represent an ex­ 
penditure of millions of dollars annually but 
surveys show that on an average day, some 25 
per cent of the beds are em pty. And the city pays 
the bill for citizeas in private hospitals. 
Before steps w ere taken to cut back on ex- 
E 
nses, the municipal work force numbered 
1.000 — a civil serv ant for every 23 residents. 
And according to Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
the city pays the highest salaries in the L'mted 
States and operates an unbelievable pension 
program . 
Figures available as of April 1974 showed that 
m aintenance w rkers —■ painters, electricians 
and carpenters — received salaries averaging 
from 46 to 76 per cent higher than the rate being 
paid in the private sector 
DESPITE HIGH pay and trem endous fringe 
benfits 
(four weeks of paid 
vacation and 
unlim ited sick leave after only one year on the 
jo b s) 
p ro d u ctiv ity 
is 
strik in g ly 
low. 
In addition, the city picks up the tab for the 
entire rem arkably generous pension program . It 
is the only m ajor city in the United States that 
qarries the entire pension burden. 
The free university system ’s professors a re 
am ong the highest paid in the nation. While 
higher education costs in other parts of the 
country are a state responsibility, New York City 
in 1975 paid $612 million to m aintain its unique 
system . 
And finally there is the city’s staggering 
w elfare program . According to research by 
w riter Irwin Ro6s, in the last fiscal year New 
York City paid $615 million for welfare, the state 
chipped in with $780 million and the federal 
governm ent cam e up with the rest, $1.2 billion. 
That m eans the city’s welfare bill was nearly 
$2.6 billion for a single year. 


Considered on a population basis, this means 
that nearly one out of eight of the city’s 7.6 
million population is on w'elfare. 
F urther, it is believed that at least one out of 
every 10 on welfare is an illegal recipient. 
Eye popping facts and tigures are visible 
everyw here you look in attem pting to asses the 
financial chaos of New York City: because of 
pension im provements for city workers over the 
years (20-year retirem ent privilege at half-pay 
at age 50 for som e), cost of the program went 
from $301.3 million in 1965 to $1.2 billion in 1975; 
short-term debt increased from $406.7 million in 
1900 to $4.0 billion in 1975 and in the last 10 years 
the city’s budget tripled while revenue was not 
keeping pace. 
Ml i l l MOKE could be said but the above 
should serve as a good indication of how New 
York City got into its present jam . 
Obviously the problem is in need of both short- 
and long-range solutions. 
The city is not broke in the traditional sense of 
the word. It still has assets and it still has in­ 
come. 
It is pinched because it doesn’t have enough 
ready cash to pay off a portion of its borrowing 
obligations which are due without dipping into 
money needed to meet fiayrolls. Thus, city of­ 
ficials have told the federal government that 
without 
money 
from 
Washington 
essential 
services 
police, fire and sanitation 
will be 
cut off and there will be anarchy in the streets. 
President Ford’s answer has been that a way 
is available that will m aintain essential se n ices, 
assure a balanced budget for New York City in 
the future and guarantee that neither New York 
City or any other American city ever becomes a 
w ard of the federal governm ent. 
The President minimizes the effect of default 
of New York City (in a controlled situation) on 
tht‘ bond m arket vital to other m unicipalities. He 
points out that financial m arkets already have 
m ade substantial adjustm ent in anticipation of a 
possible New York City default. 
What Ford has proposed is a new law giving 
federal courts authority to preside over an or­ 
derly reorganization of the city’s financial af­ 
fairs. It would give the city breathing space for 
working out a plan of paym ent with its creditors 
while m aintaining essential services to its 
citizens. 
THE (TTY doesn't escape its debt obligations 
but it has more tim e to m eet them wTiile taking 
care of its citizens and getting its budget dow n to 
m anageable size which it m ust do in order to 
achieve a long-term solution. 
Contrary to much of the criticism leveled 
against him, the President has tried to come up 
with a solution that will be helpful to his 7.6 
million constituents in New' York City without 
turning his back on the other 206 million 
A m ericans who also are his constituents. 
H ERE IS THE President's sum m ary of the 
broader implications of the problem : 
“As we work with the people of New York to 
overcome their difficulties — and they will — w’e 
must never forget what brought this great center 
of human civilization to the brink. 
“ If we go on spending m ore than we have, 
providing more benefits and services than we 
can pay for, then a day of reckoning will come to 
W ashington and the w hole country just as it has 
to New York. When that day of reckoning comes, 
who will bail out the United States of A m erica?’’ 
Have You Forgotten?

A m erica’s cities apparently 
made ends m eet in fiscal 1974, 
notes a Com m erce Clearing 


* House report. 
M u n icip alities during th a t 
period received $52.8 billion 
^ from all revenue sources and 
m ad e e x p e n d itu res totaling 
$52.2 
billion. 
Total 
revenue 
* increased $4.4 billion or nine 
per cent and expenditures were 
* $4 2 billion or 8.8 per cent larger 
than the previous fiscal year. 
CCH noted that an increasing 
proportion of city g en eral 
revenue com es from iederai 


and state grants-in aid and 
shared taxes. Federal support 
rose from 8.5 per cent of 
general revenue to 12.4 p ercen t 
and.state aid went from 17.3 to 
23.7 per cent of revenue. 
City imposed taxes yielded 
$19 4 billion in fiscal 1974 or 
about 14 per cent of all general 
revenue of city governm ents. 
Property taxation, continuing 
as the predom inant tax revenue 
source, supplied $12.2 billion.

from general sales and gross

President Anwar Sadat of 
E g y p t has

and m ilitary equipment. It is 
not lost on Israeli officials that, 
for all W ashington’s generosity, 
no Israeli leader has ever been 
afforded a public dias. 
B oth c o u n trie s’ econom ic 
hopes are pinned on American 
money; 
unfortunately, 
since 
the only lasting solutions m ust 
be found at home. 
Foreign debts are piling up to 
unprecedented levels, in Israel 
to $7.5 billion, and in Egypt to 


around $10 billion including an 
estim ated $6 billion m ilitary 
debt. Neither country wants to 
demobilize. Yet both spend up­ 
w ards of a third of annual Gross 
National Product on defense. 
EGYPTIAN AND Israeli ex­ 
p ectatio n s g en erally exceed 
what American aid can deliver. 
Economic aid of $1.8 billion to 
Israel and $600 million to Egypt 
next year will solve neither 
country’s 
fundamental 
prob­ 
lems. Egypt, though, can count 
on capital from the Arab oil- 
prod u cers 
d esp ite 
som e 
criticism of the Sinai agree­ 
ment. 


G rants, loans or promises 
this year, am ount to some $5 
billion, though cash in hand is 
probably no more than half 
that. M ilitary credits are on 
top. Having to teed 37 million 
people. Egy pt will have to foot a 
$1.5 billion trade deficit, a third 
of it due to foodstuff imports, 
while it pays off half the $2 
billion in short-term bankers’ 
Credits which had piled up, 
many at exorbitant interest 
rates, by m id-sum m er. 
But, for Egypt, solvency now 
seem s no problem. With $400 
million next year from Suez 
canal tolls, and $300 million in 


net oil exports, earnings will 
show a solid increase. So at 
stake in W ashington is not 
money, but 
a 
com m itm ent. 
President Sadat is counting on 
this gesture to prompt Amer­ 
ican companies to invest in 
Egypt. 
This will adm ittedly 
take 
some time, but a high-powered 
delegation was in Cairo three 
weeks ago to set up an Amer- 
ican -E g y p tian ch a m b e r 
of 
com m erce, an unthinkable 
event before this year. Big 
American investors, like Eu­ 
ropean ones, are waiting for at 
least a token devaluation of the

Farm Heritage 


The land m ade Am erica. It 
Wasn’t so much w hat people 
took from it, but w hat they had 
to put into it. The land molded 
Am erican character. 
It was the lure that drew set­ 
tlers to America long after the 
dream s of easy gold had been 
dashed. 
T hose w ho 
found 
quick 
wealth, took it and ran. Those 
who didn't, stayed and looked 
for deeper value. It w as the 
Am erican farm er who found it, 
built a nation and made it free. 
F arm ers cleared the land and 
m ade it pay. They beat off 
starvation and m ade America 
the breadbasket of the world. 
Today farm ing is still our big­ 
gest industry with assets of 
over $520 billion and sales last 
year ot $93.5 billion. 
But more im portantly, farm ­ 
ers were the first to appreciate 
the freedom to be found in 
Am erica. Even the religious 
refugees chose A m erica be­ 
cause there was land to support 
them in the only trade they 
knew. 
F arm ers earned and defend­ 
ed their ow n independence and 
then 
their country’s. 
G reat 
planters like George Washing­ 
ton or sm all yeomen like the 
em battled farm ers a t Concord 
bridge, fired the shot heard 
’round the world, won the w ar 
and created a nation and its 
governm ent. 
They m ade us w hat we are 
today. 
The roots of A m erica’s pas­ 
sion for freedom stretch back to 
the m anors of medieval E ng­ 
land where serfs were assigned 
little strips which they could 
farm but never own. 
E ach autum n the peasant 
went to the m anor house to give 
up part of his crop in tribute. If 
accused of any mischief, he 
would be tried in the sam e hall. 
He was a captive and his life a 
numbing drudge. 
There was little escape. The 
husbandm an knew no other 
trade. There was no open land 
to hom estead and small chance 
he could ever save enough to 
buv land even if he could find 
any tor sale. 
By the 17th century, when 
England was planting its colo­ 
nies, serfdom had given way to 


tenant farm ing. There w as no 
m ore forced labor. But the old 
fees were dem anded and few' 
farm ed land they owned. 
At the sam e tim e the old 
common fields w ere being en­ 
closed by lords who learned 
they could m ake m ore money 
from sheep than crops. F arm ­ 
ers w ere forced off the land or 
red u ced to sm a ll holdings 
which w’ould not support them. 
Then cam e America with 
m ore than two billion acres of 
land in w hat would be the 
United States. And a man will­ 
ing to buy or earn it could a c ­ 
tually own a piece of land. 
And the one skill m ost needed 
by the gentlem en adventurers 
in Virginia was the a rt of the 
husbandm an, a t the m oment 
fallen into scorn in England. 
Those who had money bought 
passage to America. Others 
sold themselves into bondage 
with a land grant at the end of 
the 
rainbow, 
usually 
seven 
y ears’ service. 
But centuries of farm ing as 
their fathers had farm ed, and 
lack of incentive and opportun­ 
ity, had m ade poor farm ers 
even of the professionals. Their 
old ways did not take in the New 
World. 
When the first settlers a t 
Jam estow n stopped prospec­ 
ting long enough to put in a crop 
in 1607, they planted English 
wheat. It grew higher than a 
m an’s head in the rich Virginia 
soil but produced no grain. 
The follow ing winter half the 
population died of starvation 
and disease. The second sum ­ 
m er Ihe settlers planted four 
acres of English sw d, but this 
crop failed, too. 
It was not until their third 
season that the English suc­ 
ceeded in founding their agri­ 
culture in Am erica, and then it 
was at the instruction of native 
farm ers. Two Indians taken 
prisoner in the spring of 1609, 
while still fettered, “did double 
tasks and taught us how to or­ 
der and plant our fields." 
The Indians already had per­ 
fected corn, the white potato, 
sweet potatoes, peanuts, lima 
and kianey beans, squash, m el­ 
ons, pumpkins, tomatoes and 
more. 
Fully four-sevenths of the to­ 


tal 
crop production of 
the 
United States today consists of 
plants first dom esticated by the 
Indians. But corn was their 
great gift to the world. 
The white men learned to 
love it, and it w'as about the only 
thing that kept them alive. 
They ate it roasted on the ear, 
as grits, hominy and corn- 
bread. And in tim e they taught 
the Indians a new twist — corn 
liquor. 
When the Pilgrim s cam e over 
in 1620. they landed in the dead 
of winter, and like the Jam es-' 
town group, hall of them died. 
But in the spring they didn’t 
w aste their tim e treasure hunt­ 
ing. 
“As many as were able." said 
their future governor, William 
Bradford, “ began to plant their 
corn." 
Being less proud and a lot 
m ore sensible than the Virginia 
gentlem en, they turned right 
away to the Indians. A brave 
nam ed Squanto taught them 
corn culture, fertilizing and 
deep planting, in place of the 
European broadcast seeding. 
In the lull they gathered their 
first harvest, a time A m ericans 
still use to give thanks to God 
and the farm er. 
T he 
P ilg rim s 
ev e n tu ally 
prospered, 
but craggy New 
England would m ake its for­ 
tune building ships from its tall 
forests and sailing them from 
its snug harbors. 
But the Virginians had dis­ 
covered the secret w hich would 
sav e E n g la n d ’s foothold in 
Am erica, a stable crop which 
could he m ass produced and 
sold for a high price in Europe. 
Tobacco. Without it, we m ight 
not be here today. 
The Indians had tobacco in 
c u l t i v a t i o n 
th r o u g h o u t 
Am erica, but the variety found 
in Virginia grew poorly and 
smoked weak and bitter. Then 
Jo h n 
R olfe, 
husband 
of 
P o cah o n tas, ac q u ired som e 
superior seed from the Spanish 
colonies. 
By 1612 Rolfe had his first 
crop, and a year later he had 
enough to export. It was a sm all 
sam ple hut nonetheless the first 
cash crop shipped from English 
Am erica. 


In 1615 Virginia shipped 2,000 
pounds of tobacco and 10 times 
that by 1619. The year the P il­ 
grim s landed, their southern 
neighbors 
shipped a 
40.000- 
pound crop. That kept increas­ 
ing until 1629 when the harvest 
leveled off for a while at 1.5 
million pounds. This year’s 
crop will be 2.1 billion pounds. 
Tobacco saved Jamestown 
and proved to land-hungry 
Englishm en that they could 
m ake it in America. 
Soon, bulging plantations 
forced new farmers further and 
further west in quest of land. 
Likewise, New England spread 
from its rocky hills into the Kish 
valleys of the interior. 
New York. Pennsylvania and 
M aryland, with deep and fertile 
soil, soon produced bounty 
w heat crops. The Deep South 
shipped indigo, rice, and later 
cotton. 
And all along the western 
fringe from Georgia to New 
Ham pshire, colonial cowboys 
tended the beginnings of a 
mighty cattle industry. 
By 1775 when a handful of 
farm ers chased the Redcoats 
from Concord to Boston in a 
fine Yankee rage. America had 
become a young agricultural 
Riant. Ninety per cent of the 
people lived on farm s. 
But always there was more 
land just over the horizon, 
broke up the village system , 
isolated farm ers 
and 
made 
them more self-sufficient and 
independent than ever. 
It thw arted the manoral sys­ 
tem in the South and induced 
slavery as the only source of 
cheap labor where land was 
cheap for free men. 
Pride welled in the frontier 
farm er who could look at his 
land and know that it was his, it 
would support him, and he 
needn’t bow to any master save 
Divine Providence and the good 
earth. 
One of the worst mistakes the 
British made was in trying to 
shut off the western lands to 
A m erican 
fa rm e rs 
ju st 
before the Revolution. And the 
B ritish 
m e rc a n tile system 
pinched 
the 
com m ercial 
planter, forcing him deeper and 
deeper into debt.

Egg Prices' to Rise 


Egg prices will probably rise 
during the last part of this year, 
says Ralph Raker. Extension 
poultry economist at The Ohio 
State University. 


New York wholesale large 
egg prices are likely to be close 
to 65 cents a dozen during the 
last three months of 1975. Baker 
says. 


Production costs for eggs are 
near the 45 cent level in Ohio 
Although corn and soybean 
production was high this"year, 
feed costs still remained close 
to last year’s prices. In early 
September, feed costs in Ohio 
were averaging around 26 to 28 
cents a dozen 
Egg production has 
been 


lower this year than last. This 
situation will continue through 
1975and at least into the second 
quarter of 1976. 
Demand 
for 
eggs 
has 
remained at a low level This is 
demonstrated by the fact that 
egg prices have been only 
slightly higher than last year’s 
urices. 
1’he hatch of egg-type chicks 
probably will not increase 
enough to cause egg prices to 
drop in 1976. Also, the older 
flock cannot be expected to lay 
at a higher rate than this year’s 
flock If feed prices do not rise, 
egg prices should 
be 
high 
enough to permit egg producers 
to at least break even in 1976, — 
Extension Service 
Nitrites To Be Cut 
The I SDA recently said that 
new guidelines for the use of m 
trate to cure bacon and other 
meats will soon be published, 
according to Paul Gipp. Colum­ 
biana County Ag agent. 
While it is true that nitrite, 
under certain conditions, can 
change 
into 
nitrosamines. 
which have been found to cause 
cancer in cancer-prone labora­ 
tory rate, no case of cancer in a 
human has ever been linked to 
nitrosamine 
Nitrites occur naturally in 
many foods and in human 
saliva. The federal government 
has limited nitrite use in curing 
to a maximum of 200 parts per 
million (p p m.), yet fresh 
vegetables can have higher 
nitrite concentration - 1800 
p.p m. 
Nitrites are essential in cur­ 


ing. 
responsible for typical 
flavor, color and keeping 
quality of cured meats. The 
most important purpose is that 
nitrites inhibit or prevent the 
development of deadly botu­ 
lism toxin. Nothing else has 
been 
found 
which 
provides 
flavor, color, keeping quality 
and botulism protection as do 
nitrites. 
Agriculture Secretary. Earl 
Butz, says that sodium nitrite is 
"probably perfectly safe.” but 
the t’SDA will act to limit its 
use because scientists warn it 
can change to a substance that 
causes cancer in rats. 
A person would have to eat 4,- 
200 lbs. of bacon a year, or 11.5 
lbs. per day to get as much of 
the carcinogenic material into 
the body as was fed to the ex­ 
perimental rats.

"Improving bulls to improve 
breeding stock" is Bob Nei- 
heisel’s goal in his purebred 
Cahrolais operation on Cherry 
Ford Rd west of Columbiana. 
.Since attending a Central 
Ohio Breeding Association 
(COBA) three-dav school in Co­ 
lumbus in February, Bob has 
been taking care of about 85 to 
90 per cent of the herd's breed­ 
ing needs with artificial insemi­ 
nation. 
Bob. his two brothers and two 
sisters, have been doing the 
farm chores since their father. 
John E., began working at 
Kaiser Refractories in 1956. He 
is now a production foreman. 
Since the first cattle were 
purchased in 1966. the farm has 
been geared toward producing 
bulls and breeding stock for 
commercial feeder calf opera­ 
tions (he pretty Charolais are 
"more than we could afford for 
a hobby,” Bob relates. 
After considering for several 
years the monetary and'effi- 
ciency advantages of being able 
to breed the cattle when they 
were "in heat.” without calling 
in a commercial breeding asso­ 
ciation technician. Bob went to 
school. 
The February class sessions 
were shared with about 10 other 
men, most of whom were from 
larger farms. The COBA stu­ 
dent lias classroom instruction, 
but spent one to two hours each 
day actually working on the 
proper placement of the bull 
semen in brood cattle.

Disc rupture 
from bending 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.I). 


DEAR DR. LAMB - Is it 
possible to rupture or herniate 
a disc just by bending over to 
pick something up in a twisted 
position without even touching 
that something? 
(’an intravenous feeding by 
putting a needle in a vein and 
running in the fluid be too 
fast, and if so can it do any 
damage to a person in any 
way. especially a child? 
D EAR R EA D ER - Ben­ 
ding 
o ver and

something is a common way 
of rupturing a disc. Even 
without lifting it is possible if 
you already have a damaged 
disc ready to herniate. The 
disc is between two vertebrae, 
and when you bend over it 
squeezes down on the inner 
edge of the little sac-like 
structure or pillow that con­ 
tains the disc The pressure on 
one side can pop the sac just 
as you break a blister by 
squeezing it. Of course, the 
more pressure that is applied, 
as in the lifting, the 
more 
likely it is to break. 
You can also get muscle 
spasm by assuming an uncom­ 
fortable position. The muscle 
literally cramps and can 
produce pain much like that 
associated with a ruptured 
disc. 
Although there are many 
things that cause back trou­ 
ble, one of the main ones is 
lack of strength of the ab­ 
dominal and back muscles. 
High on the list of things to do 
to prevent back trouble is 
maintaining good abdominal 
muscles. Those people with a 
large abdomen are sitting 
ducks for back problems. 
There is a lot you can do to 
keep that abdominal tone in 
shape Those who have the ex­ 
panding middle problem or 
want to avoid it can get more 
details by sending 50 cents for 
The Health Letter number 3-7.

Some of my c o r ­ 
respondents have had fun 
changing girth control to birth 
control. Certainly birth con­ 
trol is one way to avoid one 
temporary cause of the big 
middle. But. considering the 
number of men with this 
problem, there is more to it 
than that. 
About intravenous feeding, 
one can let the fluid go in too 
fast. The fluid running into the 
veins quickly expands the 
volume of blood, literally by 
diluting it. In sick people, par­ 
ticularly those with limited 
heart function, the excess 
volume can overload the heart 
and cause accumulation of 
fluid in the lungs or other 
signs of temporary heart 
failure. It is easier to overload 
a child, because he has a 
small blood volume to start 
with. Adding a small amount 
of fluid rapidly can increase 
his blood volume too much 
very rapidly. 
Of course, if a person is 
dehydrated or in shock or in 
need of more blood volume, 
then the faster you can get the 
fluid in the better. A good ex­ 
ample here is a rapid transfu­ 
sion of blood in the presence 
of hemorrhage. The ability to 
do this can be life-saving in 
the operating room or in other 
emergency situations. 
The effects of overloading 
the circulation with fluid are 
usually temporary, and the 
body will quickly adjust by 
eliminating the excess fluid, 
provided the kidneys are func­ 
tioning normally. In this in­ 
stance there should be no 
residual damage. 
Keep in mind, doctors often 
have to choose between risks. 
Also, in the presence of ex­ 
treme conditions, despite 
heroic efforts, the outcome is 
not always successful. Only 
TV doctors are able to cure 
everything, and life is not one 
big TV show.

Get Extension 
Of Gas Supply 


C O Ll'M BU S, Ohio (AP)— A 
state order permitting the flow 
of natural gas for at least an­ 
other seven weeks has eased 
the threat of a shutdown for 
eight Ohio industries hit hard 
by unexj>ected sharp curtail­ 
ments. 
The Public I'tilities Commis­ 
sion ot Ohio granted “ extraor­ 
dinary relief’ Monday to the 
companies, some of which 
faced loo per cent curtailments 
from Columbia Gas of Ohio. 
Firms with the capability to 
convert to alternate fuel had 
been scheduled tor a 45 per cent 
cutback beginning Nov. 
1. 
However, a P I CO modification 
in Columbia’s curtailment plan 
lorced the utility to raise levels 
for these companies to provide 
more iuel for others unable to 
convert. 
P I C() s;jid companies unable 
to convert and industries using 
natural gas for pilot lights or

Of Controversial Bill 


W ASHINGTON <AP> 
Or­ 
ganized 
labor 
is 
making a 
strong effort to win approval of 
a controversial hill that would 
give individual unions the pow­ 
er to close down entire con 
struction sites in disputes with 
subcontractors. 
The measure, passed by the 
House m July, has touched off a 
Senate filibuster, but hackers of 
the measure hope to invoke 
cloture on a vote today to get 
the bill to the Senate floor for 
consideration 
The bill, which would in effect 
overrule a 1951 Supreme Court 
decision, would allow building 
trades involved in disputes to 
picket an entire construction 
site and 
not just the sub­ 
contractor involved in the 
dispute The high court rul«*B ‘¿5 
years ago that such action con­ 
stituted an illegal secondary 
boycott. 
l\abor leaders backing the 
bill with both lobbying and 
thousands of dollars in cam­ 
paign contributions for con 
gressmen argue that a general 
contractor and subcontractors 
are engaged in a single coordi­ 
nated enterprise and should be 
treated as one entity in dis­ 
putes. 
AKL-CIO unions have made 
thousands of dollars in political 
donations to supporters of the 
measure. An Associated Press 


tally of 1975 political donations 
by 18 AFL-CIO political com­ 
mittees, including all those af­ 
filiated with the federation’s 
Construction Trades Depart­ 
ment. showed labor’s early pre 
election donations going mainly 
to supporters of 
the con­ 
troversial measure. 
The AP tally showed that the 
18 committees gave a total of 
$93.495 to 78 House members 
who supported the bill

ford Heights police say Sgt 
William Prochazka was work 
mg on an investigation of a pre 
vious holdup at a wallpaper and 
paint store when he surprised 
three holdup men at the same 
store Monday. 
One of the trio shot and killed 
Prochazka, 38, before fleeing 
the store, police said.
